7. (previously presented) A method of treating mammary carcinoma, wherein the method 

comprises administering a therapeutically effect amount of an alkylphosphocholine 
compound of the general Formula I or II as claimed in claims 1, 2, 3, or 4, in which the 
approved antitumor substance is chosen from inhibitors of signal transduction in the form 
of high and low molecular weight inhibitors of receptor and/or cytosolic kinases. 

8. (currently amended) A method of treating mammary carcinoma, wherein the method 

comprises administering a therapeutically effect amount of an alkylphosphocholine 
compound of the general Formula II as claimed in claims 1 , 3, or 4, where the inhibitors 
are chosen from monoclonal antibodies or heterocyclic compounds excluding 
cyclophosphamide . 
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9. (currently amended) A method of treating mammary carcinoma, wherein the method 

comprises administering a therapeutically effect amount of an alkylphosphocholine 
compound of the general Formula n as claimed in claims 1, 3 , or 4, before and/or during 
the treatment with an approved antitumor substance chosen from ois-platinum, 
carboplatinum, oxaliplatinum, bleomycin, doxorubicin , methotrexate, paclitaxel, 
docetaxel, vincristine, vinblastine, etoposide, teniposide, ifosfamide, oyolophoophomido , 
5-fluorouracil, fludarabin, gemcitabin and cytarabin. 

1 0. (previously presented) A method of treating mammary carcinoma, wherein the method 

comprises administering a therapeutically effect amount of an alkylphosphocholine 
compound of the general Formula I or II as claimed in claims 1, 2, 3, or 4, where the 
approved antitumor substance is a combination of various cytostatics, 

1 1 . (currently amended) A method of treating mammary carcinoma, wherein the method 

comprises administering a therapeutically effect amount of an alkylphosphocholine 
compound of the Formula II as claimed in claims 1, 3, or 4 wherein said 
alkylphosphocholine is administered before and/or during the treatment with an approved 
antitumor substance chosen from ois platinum , carboplatinum, oxaliplatinum, bleomycin, 
doxorubicin , methotrexate, paclitaxel, docetaxel, vincristine, vinblastine, etoposide, 
teniposide, ifosfamide, cyclophosphamide , 5-fluorouracil, fludarabin, gemcitabin and 
cytarabin, wherein the drug product comprises the customary pharmaceutical carriers, 
excipients and/or diluents in addition to the alkylphosphocholine of the Formula II. 

12. (currently amended) A drug product consisting essentially of an alkylphosphocholine of the 

general Formula n as in claims 1, 3, or 4 and, where appropriate, carriers and/or 
excipients for use in the treatment of mammary carcinoma wherein the drug product is 
administered before and/or during the treatment with an approved antitumor substance 
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chosen from oio platinum , carboplatinum, oxaliplatinum, bleomycin, doxorubicin , 
methotrexate, paclitaxel, docetaxel, vincristine, vinblastine, etoposide, teniposide, 
ifosfamide, oyolophoophamid e, 5~fluorouracil, flndarabin, gemtitabin and cytarabin. 
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
